wondered 
how- 
m any boys now in the service 
will stay in the arm y or navy as 
a career. It might not be such a 
bad 
deal, 
at 
that. 
Only 
the 
super-optimists, 
of 
which 
I ’m 
sorry I’m not one, think jobs w’ill 
not be hard to find for the next 
few years. 
Uncle Sam takes 
pretty 
good 
care of his nephews in uniform. 
He not only clothes them, he also 
gives them a place to sleep and 
three square meals a day. Sure it’s 
got its drawbacks; it also has 
its advantages—of which the re ­ 
cruiting officers and posters 
long 
have told so eloquently. 
I was just talking to a soldier 
•—his name wouldn’t mean an y ­ 
thing because you wouldn’t know 
him —W'ho is approaching the end 
of 18 years in the service. He has 
climbed from a raw rookie to top 
sergeant; he has been all over this 
country; he has been in combat 
(he s in the AAF) in Europe, the 
C. B. I. and Pacific; he has made 
thousands of friends 
w-ho 
are 
now in civilian life nearly any­ 
place he stops and, w hat’s more 
to the point, he has been drawing 
good 
pay, 
saving 
money and 
building up security for the fu­ 
ture. When he completes his last 
hitch he will be able to retire on 
a pension that will give him an 
income 
much 
better 
than 
the 
average m an could accumulate in 
the same period. And, he is still 
a comparatively young man. He 
has learned a lot that will be 
helpful in civilian life, too. But 
he wouldn’t really have to w-ork. 
So, some of these 
boys with 
four years behind them already 
and 
an uncertain future ahead 
m ay give serious 
thought to a 
career in the service. 
He also 
told me 
of a 
young 
lieutenant friend of his who has 
been in the arm y four years now. 
Because 
he was 
kept 
in 
this 
country—despite 
his 
pleas 
for 
foreign service— he now faces the 
prospect of being sent either to 
Germ any or Japan with the oc­ 
cupation forces. His commission is 
considered a handicap, but he is 
thinking seriously of staying in 
the army. 
He told the sergeant 
he didn’t know w hat to do. He was 
very unhappy, not because he did­ 
n 't w ant to go overseas but be­ 
cause his start in life has been 
so retarded. He said he had gone 
in to the service right out of col­ 
lege. What he wanted most was 
to have a job— and 
hoped 
he 
could get out 
of uniform long 
i ust to see what, it feels 
Uke.

Diet and Health 


Disease Affecting the Yourv 


R v HF.R MAN N RIINDLVF.N. M D 
R H E U M A TIC fever affects peo­ 
ple in all communities and in all 
walks of life. It occurs most often 
in young persons, but the affects 
which the disease has on the heart 
may last for years and into adult 
life. 
A great deal of effort has been 
spent by many workers in an ef- 
fort to find the cause for this in­ 
fection. hut as yet the exact source 
of the disease has not been found. 
It would appear, however, that 
there is some relationship between 
rheumatic fever and infections of 
the nose and throat with strepto­ 
coccus germs. 


Young F’eople 
It is difficult to find out whether 
rheumatic fever has become more 
or less frequent. It would appear 
that more and more young people 
seem to be reported with the dis­ 
ease but this may be occurring 
only because a diagnosis is made 
more frequently. The condition de- 
velops most often in children be­ 
tween ten and fifteen years of ngc. 
However, it may occur in children 
as young as two or three years of 
age. 
In rheumatic fever, the symp­ 
toms consist of pain and swelling 
in the joints, loss of appetite, 
anemia or lessening of the color­ 
ing in the blood, weakness and 
general ill health. The infection 
often damnges the heart, affecting 
both the muscle and the heart 
valves 
Preventing Attacks 
According to Iioctor Hugh Me- 
Culloch of Missouri, it is possible 


that methods may be developed 
for preventing attacks of rheu­ 
matic fever. Along this line it it 
important that the disease be rec­ 
ognized early in childhood when 
it first occurs, before the heart has 
been injured. Doctor Mrfulloch 
thinks that improved housing con­ 
ditions with less crowding and an 
opportunity for more healthful 
outdoor activities, and good nutri­ 
tion, may be factors in keeping at« 
tacks of rheumatic fever from oc­ 
curring. He thinks that the move­ 
ment of people in the last several 
years, particularly from the South 
to the North and from the country 
areas to large cities may account 
for the development of more cases 
of rheumatic fever. 


Another important factor in 
prevention of rheumatic fever is 
proper care of children with colds 
and sore throats. Along this line, 
after a child has had a cold or sore 
throat, the heart should be exam­ 
ined at intervals for a month or 
two just to make sure that rheu­ 
matic fever has not developed and 
produced heart damage. In fact, 
all persons should have a careful 
physical examination carried out 
at intervals of six months to a yegr 
so that defects present may he de­ 
tected and corrected. Such things 
as infected teeth, tonsils or sinuse* 
may be contributing causes for the 
development of rheumatic fever. 


It has been found recently that 
the giving of one of the sulfona­ 
mide drugs to children who have 
already had rheumatic fever may 
be helpful in preventing further 
attacks.
